With structural damage amounting to several thousand 


dollars and with a stagnation in business representing an- 
other large sum, Danville's worst snowstorm since 1899 
came to an end at 9:45 o'clock this morning when the air 
was clear of falling flakes for the first time since Thursday 
night at 8 a'clock when the downfall set in. At 10 o'clock 
this morning the sun was struggling to make its appearance 
and it tegan to look like an early thaw with the mercury 
rising. 


By actual count the storm which ceased today lasted for 


38 hours, not quite as long as the blizzard of 22 years ago 
when, those who recall the incident say snow fell almost con- 
tinuously for three days. According to H. M. Watkins, agent 
for the U. S. Weather Bureau, the official precipitation of 
snow since Thursday is 20 inches, five of which fell last night. 


The apprehension which began to be experienced late

••-.aklng the closing speech for the 
Dilate, following a lengthy address 
by £. T .Canslcr for the defense. The 
two speeches consumed the entire 
day up to about 4 o'clock. 


The State insisted throughout upon 


a verdict of first degree murder, .-13 
charged by the grand jury in it.s in- 
dictment. 
Judge Ray in his charge pointed 


out that the trial had consumed 11 
days, 213 witnesses had been heard, 
and 23 hours and 54 minutes had 
been devoted to argument of counsel. 


Arthur J. Allen, a Concord master 


p'umber. was shot and instantly kill- 
ed on the night of October 23, in A 
dark alley on a side street.
